Notably, Applicant contends that a part may not be a whole. Examiner respectfully disagrees with this analysis. 

Applicant acknowledges that Examiner rejects the claims using the rationale that by Sharma rejecting the whole request, Sharma also 
rejects a part of the request since each part of the whole request is rejected (assuming multiple parts exist) (Applicant response 
1 1/7/2005 pg 13). Even though Applicant acknowledges this point, Applicant argues with the presumption that Examiner has interpreted 
a part to be the whole request or in other words that a part may be 1 00% of the request (or the whole only consists of 1 part). This 
presumption is in clear contradiction to the rationale used by Examiner. Applicant has failed to provide any argument as to why rejecting 
the whole request fails to reject a part of the whole when indeed each part of the request is rejected. It is noted that Applicant's claims 
merely call for a part and not only a part. Thus, the rationale used by Examiner clearly addresses all of the claim limitations. 
Accordingly, Applicant's arguments are not persuasive for at least this reason. Examiner recommends Applicant amend the claims to 
recite "only a part" in order to resolve this issue. 
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
